The warehouses 
along the railroad between Mukden and 
Harbin are full of supplies which are al- 
most untouched, as up to the present the 
army has subsisted chieflv on the coun- 
try.

The handling of the Russian artillery 


is improving, while the Japanese artil- 
lery fire seems less effective.'; Originally 
the Russians did not conceal their artil- 
lery which the Japanese quickly disabled. 
Now the Russians handle and conceal 
their guns with perfect science. 


"The belief is general at Mukden that 


Port Arthur will hold out till relieved, 
110 matter how long the much expected 
Russian second Pacific squadron 
may 


take in reaching the far east. 


"General Kuropatkin is not talkative. 


His only reference to the war was: "The 
war is progressing as I wish.' 


"He still lives in his railroad car and 


the light in his office is burning night 
and day.

His officers ard 
not surprised at being called to a con- 
ference at any hour of the night. The 
general's only relaxation is at dinner 
time when the officers who are his guests 
number scores. Wine is plentiful, but 
Kuropatkin drinks mineral water. Every 
Russian officer seems: to have an unlim- 
ited, supply of money, the government 
being lavish in its expenditures.

Rev. Father Henry Joseph Albers, 


former pastor' of the St. Mary's Catholic 
church, and one of the oldest Catholic 
clergymen of Wisconsin, died Saturday 
night, at the St. Mary's hospital. 
Al- 


taough it had been known that Father 
Albera was sick and not likely to recov- 
er on account of hie extreme old age, the 
announcement of his demise was received 
with sorrow and regret by thousands of 
friends throughout the state and partic- 
ularly of Eacine, where he has1 resided 
for more than a quarter of a century. 


Father Albers was born May' 20,' 1826, 


at Osnabrueck, Germany. -His early edL 


ucation was acquired in his native coun^ 
try. When quite a young man he came, 
to America- and chose the avocation of 
minister of the gospel as1 his life's work: 
Like all young and ambitious clergymen 
he studied hard and was 'ordained to the 
priesthood December 16, 1850, at Mil- 
waukee, being one of the very first to 
graduate from the St. Francis Seminary. 


PASTOR 16 YEARS HERE. 


Subsequently he became pastor of the 


iSt. Mary's congregation at Green .Bay; 
then Cassville, Grant county; Ncwburg, 
SaukviUe, and then to the St. Mary's, 
Racine. Of this congregation he was the 
pastor from December, 1880, to Septem- 
ber, 1896. During 
his pastorate he 


brought about the building,of the brick 
edifice now standing at the corner of 
College avenue and Eighth streets. It 
was dedicated August 15, 1880, by Arch- 
bishop Heiss, in the presence of Bishop 
Flasch and fifty other priests. He did 
great good for the St. Mary's during his 
sixteen years' service; also was the 
means of organizing ninny societies in 
connection therewith, jinrt at one time 
his congregation was the very largest in 
southern Wisconsin. Many gentlemen 
who are now prominent busincss,men of 
the Belle City, were prepared for mem- 
bership to the congregation by.

Charge Eddy November 27. This af- 


ternoon Count LamsdorS replied accept- 
ing in principle in behalf of the imperial 
jovernment the text of the treaty, but 
ndicating that Russia would propose 
some slight modifications. These are ex- 
>ected to be drafted in a.few days and 
Jie final consummation of the new rap- 
prdehnicnt with Russia will not long be 
delayed. 


Although it was known that the 


American government was desirous of 
negotiating arbitration treaties with all 
the principal powers the fact that Rus- 
sia had already been approached with a 
direct proposition did not; leak out until 
Count Lamsdorff had accepted it. The 
rapprochment is expected to have a 
splendid effect on Russi-Ameriean rela- 
tions, especially as it marks .Russia's first 
adherence to an arbitration treaty with 
a foreign? power.

SAY BRITISH HELP RUSSIANS 


Japanese Vexeil At AfmlBtmneo 


«kr'9 Fleet in Rnoelrlnjr. 


LONDON, Nov. 2D.—Baron Siiyematsu, 


son-in-law of Marquis Ito, president of 
the Japanese privy council, whose com- 
ment was fully indorsed by Baron Hnya- 
shi, Uie Japanese minister here, discuss- 
ing tlie irritation of Japan at the contin- 
ued supply of British coal to vessels of 
the Kussian second Pacific squadron said 
today: 


"We feel strongly that Europe in gen- 


eral is nnsisting Biissia in a way wn never 
contemplated. Even in England individ- 
uals arc rendering much indirect assis- 
tance. Although I do not think that Ja- 
panese nre unduly nervous regarding 
the effect nf tho arrival of the Russian 
squadron in the for east., it would never 
have been able to put to sea, but for the 
assistance of subjects of neutral states, 
in some cases more or less officially con- 
nived at. Without Kiiglish eoitl the Rus- 
sian squadron could not have gone far, 
nnd it is my belief that when contraband 
trade i« being curried on in such a whole- 
sale fashion, tlic government concerned 
should take steps to prevent a, rontinu* 
mice of action prejudicial to another nn> 
(ion especially when that nation happens 
to be tin ally. There is all the greater 
npoesMity for this when the action is pro- 
judicial to the interests of both nations. 
The value of the alliance to both Jupan 
i»nd Great Britain is undi\iuble and 
therefore it. is tlie bounden duty of both 
In do everything possible to cement it, 
even to tho extent of inventing means 
for doing HO when they do not already 
c.Nist."

evening. Mr. Cooper was seen by a 
Journal representative this morning in 
regard to the'decision of;the naval'train- 
ing question.

He added.that if Lake Blufl' was the 


best site there was no occasion for Chi- 
cago raising $175,000 anct buying it/mak- 
ing the site a present to the United 
States, as the government, is abundantly 
able to pay for anything it needs. Furth- 
er than t..id Mr. Cooper had nothing to 
say on the matter at this time. 


WORK OF RACINE MEN. 


President William Kraiiz, II. 3f. Boyd 


and \V. A. Walker, were the Easiness 
Men's committee to look after the naval 
sit matter.

Photo- 
graphs of the North Point site were se- 
cured, description of the laud and data 
of all kinds furnished; also pictures of

Ill his opinion Captain Beeder, 
chairman of the commission, was the 
one most interested in the gite at Lake 
Bluff, for the reason that he has a niece 
living there who owns 80 acres of .land. 
This land adjoins the 172 acres just do- 
nated by the city of Chicago to the gov- 
ernment. Captain Reeder, when here, 
said that the government would want 
from 500 to 600 acres of land, as the sta- 
tion was to be a large one and located 
for all time. This shows that 172 acres 
will not be sufficient for the government 
and that it will have1 to buy 200 or 300 
acres more; this, it is evident, may final- 
ly help out Captain Reeder's relative. 


REEDER'S SECRET TRIPS. 


To show how active Captain Reeder 


has been in making secret trips to the 
Lake Bluff site, President Kranz present- 
ed quotations from Wnukegan, 111., pa- 
pers of September 12. This article says 
in part: 


If Lake Bluff is not to get the propos- 


ed naval school eventually, what signifi- 
cance can be attached to the frequent 
and secret visits to the ^ite made by 
Captain W. H. Recder, TJ. S. N.? Satur- 
day for a third of fourth time within a 
Tew weeks, Captain Reeder visited the 
lake side of the proposed site and more 
study is being expended by this member

Saturday Captain Reeder met Engineer 
Kussell in charge of the government har- 
bor work, fit tills city by special appoint- 
ment and in a gasoline launch the. two 
gentlemen puffed away to the region of 
North Chicago that has been before ex- 
amined. » » » However, this is not 
the first quiet visit that he has made 
alone the north tract between1 North Chi- 
cago and Lake Bluff. 


On a Inter date the Waukegan papers 


contained another article, in substance: 


Captain W, H. Render, IT. S. N., arriv- 


ed in this city today and was soon after 
met 
by Engineer. Russell. An instant 


later lie -was joined by a Gazette report- 
er, at tlip meeting with whom he express- 
ed surprise, as his visit was a secret one. 


Then followed an interview witli the 


captain in which he implied that his vis- 
it was simply to look up more data and 
inspect the Waukegan harbor. 


WHAT MR, WILDISH SAID. 


President Ivranz then said that he had 


this information for many weeks and 
felt all .along that Captain Reeder from 
the very first was for Lake Bluff, regard- 
less of the merits of other sites, 'life 
farther said that in this connection it 
\vas.woll to remember tlidt iir. WiT3i\h, 
representing Milwaukee sito, and also 


Milwaukee congressmen; ,ltnve admitted 
that Racine had a better site" than any 
other in. Wisconsin and much better than 
the site: at Lake Bluff. 


Attorney, Wildish, of -Mihvaukeej upon 


his return .from Washington said: 
, 


"While I believed and still'.believe-that 


I offered one;of the best sites on the 
great lakes—the so-called Lindsey site 
between South Milwaukee and Racine—- 
my candid1 and honest opinion is that the 
best location of all was the Wind Point 
site at Racine, for which Congressman 
Uooper urged. Wind .Point, "I- believe, 
has greater advantages than any other 
location that was offered. It is a beau- 
tiful place, admirably situated, with a 
natural harbor that would require com- 
paratively little improvement. Congress- 
man Cooper made a first class argument 
for the site and Congressman Stafford 
did himself proud in his arguments for 
the Fox Point site, his statements show- 
ing that he had made a careful examina- 
tion'and deep study in preparing* them. 
I know we did our best to land the train- 
ing school for this state. 


"While our sites are being offered for 


comparatively small prices, the Chicago 
property, I believe, is held at about $1,- 
000 an acre. It is high and dry land but 
has no harbor facilities equal to those of 
either my site nor the Fox Point proper- 
ty, while it cannot approach the Racine 
site. It was practically decided that the 
training school was to be established 
somewhere on Lake Michigan as it was 
argued that this is the only one of the 
great lakes wholly within the United 
States, a point that would be of consid- 
erable importance in case of Avar."

be one of those excessively assertive gen- 
tlemen who imagine they arc the sole 
dictum of an entire country. 
He lias 


taken it upon himself to throw out n 
Republican elector from Ms state on the 
ground said elector is not legally quali- 
fied because lie failed to register' and 
therefore says this constitutional advisor, 
this person can not legally serve sis an 
elector. Consequently if this election 
depended upon one vote tills secretary of 
state would throw the country into tiic 
hand of tlic Democratic destruetionists, 
for he. has given the certificate to the 
Democrat receiving the highest number 
of votes of his party. 


Of course the Republican secretary of 


state of Oregon would sooner be right 
than eat, but it should be considered- he 
is entirely ulone ill 'hi« interpretation of 
tilings. The Republican elector be has 
disqualified is perfectly qualified to serve 
since the Federal 
constitution 
under 


which presidential electors are chosen 
mid elected says nothing about such hiiv- 
i'.'.tr been first registered under the laws 
of any state. All it asks is that the elec- 
tor shall hold no federal office and in 
fact, he does not'even necessarily have to 
be a citizen of the state. The constitu- 
tion prescribes the only qualification as 
follows: 
No senator, or representative, 


or person holding tin oflicc of profit or 
trust under the United States shall be 
appointed on elector." Under this, how- 
ever, clirrctnra of national banks would 
certainly ho disqualified us the office of 
director "f a national bank is one of 
trust :»ml thfsc banks are diroctly nnd 
always have been under the control and 
the (/lose supervision of the government. 
It is for this reason the national com- 
mittee of both parties when they knew 
of it have advised state central commit- 
tees to withdraw any elector who had 
been nominated being a director in a 
national bank. 


It is of course possible such an elector 


might be declared competent to serve, 
but considering the length the Oregon 
secretary of state has goms to, for what 
reason is best known to himself and his 
conscience. It can''be readily /seen in a 
close election; that'secretaries' of state 
could take advantage of this and make- 
any amount of trouble, to say: nothing 
of the trouble that could easily be made 
in congress over the acceptance of the 
vote of such state as had such electors. 
fortunately for the country our presi- 
dential elections as a general rule, are 
decisive, but if the day comes when a. 
few votes will change the result, it can 
be surely depended upon the electors in 
every state will be'searched with a fine 
comb and electors svith the faintest rea- 
son to be objected to, will certainly be 
thrown out if the party in power has 
sufficient votes to do so if the throwing 
out would seat their candidate. But this 
Oregon elector would not he thrown out 
because he meets the constitutional con- 
ditions, but any state having electors 
running against the provisions laid down, 
as in this state at the lust eleetion, it 
being'assorted three of the electors were 
national bank directors, would be liable 
to lose their votes in ihe electoral col- 
lege. 


Kilt admitting that possibly national 


bank directors serving as presidential 
electors may legally 
serve, it is worth 


while for any political party to stub- 
bornly insist upon such serving when in 
event of a very close election, and such 
electors being objected to, might be the 
means of inviting civil war, for who 
knows.

CATTLE OX A THOUSAND HIM,S. 
One of the results of the last summer's 


strike of the employes in the great pack- 
ing .houses might be the revival of cattle 
raising, on the millions of American 
farms. In the eastern states there has 


n a noticeable increase of interest and

produce desirable beef cattle on the 
lioof. There rloes not seem any reason 


y western farmer's should not take an 


equal interest and indeed some of the 
granges have taken up the matter. Lo- 
cal abattoirs would'be required and the 
incentive of one would be but the en- 
ouragement of the other. 
There seems but one thing in the way, 


the apparent close alliance of great 
transportation interests with the com- 
bines. It is this favoritism extended in 
various ways and nefarious rebate sys- 
tcin that makes it now so hard for the 
independent packer. But if the govern 
ment through its powers no ODD denies 
enforces the laws as they-exist, and next 
winter enlarges the powers of the inter- 
slate commerce committee, there can be 
no reasonable ground for believing that 
the vast cattle industries of the trust 
scattered in a. dozen cities but all united 
would be divided as divided they sbonji] 
be among the farmers .of the country. 


Instead of millionf*.arid inilKoii*-!.Agoing 


tu a few. individuals, by the breaking in. 
of the trust it would become divided to 
thousands of widely separated commun- 
ities and the vast aggregate would be s 
jjreat boon to the general mass of peo 
pie. But with the present methods the 
railroads can easily prevent'the increase 
of independent packers, of eommuniticF 
having their own abattoirs, because it 
no trick just to raise the rates to pre 
vent profit being made. 


Even if the live stock markets at ih 


great cities were really for general buy 
crs, unless- buyers for shipping to clis 
tant points were able to secure the sain 
equal freight rates for shipment in bulk 
shipments by car loads, rates for pri 
vale cars, refrigerator csr rates, ther 
could be no advantage taken. Bnt.it i 
tlio concentrated power that defeats th 
would be independent packer, defeats th 
borne retailer of meats, because the firs 
cannot secure equal freight rates nnc 
the second cannot buy of competitiv 
meat houses. He cannot even go to th 
great packing centers and buy to Iii 
best advantage, he may buy of the on 
local ag-ent, for what else can ho do.

Mending Glass and China.—To mend 


glass and eliinn take half a pint of milk 
nnd mix with it nn equal quantity of 
vinegar to coagulate the milk. Separate 
the curds from the whey and mix the lat- 
ter with the whites of four or five eggs. 
After beating the mixture very thor- 
oughly add quicklime which bns passed 
through a sieve and make the whole into 
a think paste of the consistency of putty. 
This mixture if carefully applied to brok- 
en chinn or glass or to h'ssures of any 
kind and dried properly, resists fire or 
•n-iiter. 


Bandaging a Cut.—A child of 4 years, 


left to amuse itself, climbed upon a table 
and upset a large lamp, and in its fright 
and attempt to get down, threw its arm 
over a broken piece of glass, severing a 
large artery, and in a moment blood was 
squirting over everything. The child's 
screams soon brought the family upon 
the scene, but till were so badly frighten- 
ed none of them knew what to do. An 
old colored woman—who was notefl for 
her helpful ideas—arrived in time to pre- 
vent the child from bleeding to death. 
She caught hold of the wrist, pressing 
Inn two pieces of the wound tightly to- 
gether with one hand, and with the other 
•and the assistance of some member of 
the family she tore off a long, narrow 
strip of cloth and wound it as tightly as 
possible around the arm above the cut. 
The old aunty's timely assistance stopped 
the bleeding and saved the child's life. 
Kveryone should know how to bandage 
a cut or wound of any kind, and often 
life can(be saved, and sometimes an ugly 
sear prevented by promptness and skill in 
bandaging. Tear long, narrow strips of 
anything at hund—it is best not to use 
colored cloth if white can bo. had—and 
after pressing the edges of the -wound to- 
gether, wrap the bandage as neatly and 
tightly as possible above the wound to 
prevent any further loss of blood. If cut 
if* not d«ep a sear can sometimes be pre- 


vented, if after washing the wound the 
edges are gently pressed together and 
then n good sixc.d piece of court plaster 
put on to stay until the disunited pieces 
of flesh l,.fv.-.grown togei.f;er. A blindage 
will bo necessary over this, sometimes for 
days, and after the bandage is luid aside 
the plaster must be left OH until there is 
a certainty Unit the broken edges of the 
wound will not pull apart. Strips of old 
linen should be wound into rolls and kept 
handy for any emergency, and one or two 
cases of court plaster, should always be 
kept in the house.—Laura .Tones.

cream, he then frolics them as hard as he 
can with the bone. Usually, my boots 
last me three years.'-'

The musical or whistling tree is found 


in the West Indian islands, In Nubia 
and tho Sudan. It lias n peculiar shap- 
ed leaf and pods with a split or open 
edge.

there is a valley filled with these trees, 
and when the trade winds blow across 
the islands .a constant moaning, deep 
toned whistle is heard from it, which 
in the still hours of the night 1ms a 
very weird and unpleasant effect.

INQUIRY TO BE EXHAUSTIVE

The inquiry is made strict- 
ly within the work given the department 
by the congress in the act establishing it. 
It is true the company is commonly pic- 
tured as the father of trusts and that 
more complaints of unlawful proceedings 
have been made against it than ngainst 
any other corporation or trust.
